On  Oct.  3  the  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  that  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  is  considering  (1)  a  determination  that  the  amount  of  *  • 

sugar  needed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  consumers  in  the  continental 
United  States  for  Calendar  Year  1973  is  11.8  million  short  tons,  raw 
value,  and  (2)  the  establishment  of  annual  quotas  for  domestic  areas  and 
foreign  countries  totaling  that  amount,  and  the  determination  and  ' 
allocation  of  650,000  and  192,000  ton  deficits  in  the  quotas  for  Puerto 
Rico  and  the  Domestic  Beet  Sugar  area,  respectively.  The  press  release 
accompanying  the  proposed  determination  together  with  the  quota 
allocations  appears  herein  beginning  on  Page 

Sales  of  sugar  by  all  primary  distributors  during  1972  continue  at 
a  record  rate,  according  to  preliminary  reports.     Reported  sales  through 
Oct.  14>  1972,  totaled  9,056,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with 
distribution  of  8,868,000  tons  and  8,944,000  tons  delivered  during  the 
comparable  periods  of  1971  and  1970.     Constructive  deliveries,  i.e., 
sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December  but  physically  delivered  in  * , 

January  and  February  of  the  following  year,  amounted  to  88,000  tons  in 
1971,  161,000  tons  in  1970  and  49,000  tons  in  1969.     Accordingly , physical 
deliveries  through  Oct.  14,  1972,  totaled  9,144,000  tons  compared  with 
9,029,000  tons  and  8,984,000  tons,  respectively,  delivered  during  those  # 
periods  of  1971  and  1970. 

Preliminary  reports  of  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all 
primary  distributors  on  Sept.  30,  1972,  indicate  inventories  amounted  to  *  * 

1,214,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  318,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier 
and  237,000  tons  less  than  on  Sept.  30  of  last  year.  Beet  processors'  * 
stocks  of  417,000  tons  were  162,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  but 
about  5,000  cons  more  than  on  the  same  date  a  year  earlier.  Cane  sugar 
refiners'  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  were  reported  as  759,000  tons 
or  122,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and  211,000  tons  less  than  a 
year  earlier. 

Regionally,  reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  States  of  destin-       .  w 
ation  during  January- August  were  2.8  percent  above  those  of  the  comparable 
period  of  1971.     Increases  were  reported  in  four  of  the  five  geographic 
regions  with  the  West  increasing  the  most — up  4.8  percent  followed  by  the 
South  up  4.2  percent,  North  Central  up  3.1  percent  and  the  New  England  up  a-* 
2.3  percent.     Reported  deliveries  to  the  mid-Atlantic  region  were  down  1.3 
percent.  a* 

January- August  1972  deliveries  were  larger  to  34  States  than  in  the 
first  eight  months  of  1971  and  smaller  to  16. In' 15  of  the  States , deliveries 
increased  more  than  100,000  hundredweight  during  the  1972  period  as 
compared  with  that  period  of  1971 — in  eight  of  these  States  the  increases 
exceeded  200,000  hundredweight  and  in  four  the  increase  exceeded  400,000 
hundredweight.  California  had  the  largest  increase  877,000  hundredweight, 
followed  by  Ohio  which  was  up  749,000  hundredweight,  Georgia  up  419,000 
hundredweight  and  Texas  up  404,000  hundredweight.  New  York  and  Maryland 
with  reported  deliveries  of  735,000  and  229,000  hundredweight  less, 
respectively,  had  the  largest  declines. 


The  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board,  based  on  conditions  as  of 
Oct.  1,  1972,  estimates  that  the  prospects  for  1972  sugarbeet  production 
improved  an  additional  two  percent  during  September.     Production  of  beets 
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is  now  expected  to  total  27.7  million  tons  compared  with  27.0  million 
tons  produced  last  year  and  26.4  million  tons  produced  in  1970.  Since 
last  month,  yield  prospects  have  improved  in  Ohio,  Michigan,  Minnesota, 
Kansas  and  California  and  the  indicated  yield  of  20.4  tons  of  sugar- 
beets  per  acre  in  1972  compares  with  a  yield  of  20.2  tons  in  1971  and 
18.7  tons  in  1970.    Weather  during  September  was  favorable  for  growth  and 
development  of  sugarbeets  and  water  supplies  have  been  adequate  in  all 
irrigated  producing  areas.     Sugarbeet  harvesting  is  about  on  schedule  in 
Minnesota,  North  Dakota,  Texas  and  Kansas. 

Based  on  Oct.  1  conditions,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  forecast 
mainland  sugarcane  production  for  sugar  and  seed  at  about  17.3  million 
tons,  unchanged  from  a  month  earlier  and  30  percent  above  1971  crop  pro- 
duction.    The  indicated  yield  of  28.8  tons  of  sugarcane  per  acre  in  1972 
compares  with  a  yield  of  25.3  tons  per  acre  in  1971.  Cane  height  in 
Louisiana  is  generally  less  than  normal  due  to  dry  weather  but  stands  are 
good.  Sugarcane  harvesting  is  already  underway  in  both  Louisiana  and 
Florida. 

In  Hawaii,  the  prospects  for  sugarcane  production  were  also  unchange 
from  a  month  earlier  and  harvesting  of  the  1972  crop  is  proceeding  about 
on  schedule.  Cane  sugar  production  in  Hawaii  through  Sept.  30,  1972, 
totaled  929,359  short  tons,  96°  basis  compared  with  1,055,197  tons  pro- 
duced through  Oct.  2,  1971. 

Last  month  several  interested  sellers  announced  changes  in  their 
price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  several  of  their 
sales  territories  to  take  effect  Oct. 2, 1972.  Since  then  several  further 
announcements  relating  to  these  quotations  have  been  made  by  interested 
sellers.  On  Sept.  26,  1972,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  that  to  meet 
competition  in  the  Southwest  and  Chicago-west  territories  its  quoted 
prices  for  industrial  sugars  were  being  reduced  .25  cent  per  pound  from 
12.20  cents  to  11.95  cents  per  pound  for  the  basis  pack-&100-pound 
paper  bags. 

On  Sept.  27,  1972,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  in  the  Southeast  region  an- 
nounced that  without  changing  its  industrial  price  lists  it  would, 
effective  Oct.  2,  meet  competition  by  offering  off-invoice  allowances 
on  sales  of  all  industrial  sugars. 

On  Oct.  4,  1972,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  that  in  the  Chicago- 
west  territory,  effective  immediately,  its  list  price  for  bulk  granulated 
sugar  shipped  in  rail  cars  was  being  reduced  .10  cent  per  pound  to  11.85 
cents  per  pound,  At  the  same  time,  the  announcement  stated,  firm  orders 
placed  with  its  Chicago  sales  office  by    Oct.  20,  for  shipment  by  close  o 
business  Oct.  31,  will  carry  a  competitive  allowance  of  .30  cent  per 
pound  and  effective  opening  of  business  Nov.  1,  its  price  would  return  to 
11.85  cents  per  pound.  Other  interested    sellers  in  the  region  followed 
with  announcements  of  similar  price  changes. 

On  Oct.  5,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  that  effective  immediately 
in  the  Western  Ohio-Lower  Michigan  territory  prices  for  all  industrial 
grades  of  refined  sugar  would  be  subject  to  a  .20  cent  per  pound 
competitive  allowance.     The  announcement  stated  that  the  allowance  would 
be  in  effect  on  a  day-to-day  basis  on  orders  for  shipment  no  later  than 
Oct.  31,  1972,  and  will  be  withdrawn  without  prior  notice  on  or  before 
Oct.  30,  1972.     This  would  reduce  the  price  for  the  basis  pack  in  this 
region  from  12.35  cents  to  12.15  cents  per  pound. 
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Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  whole- 
sale in  the  basis  pack  and  in  bulk,  by  regions,  as  of  mid-October.  Sig- 
nificant variations  of  actual  prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be  found 
in  certain  areas,  reflecting  competitive  conditions.

Actual  prices  in  some  cases  differ  substantially  from  quotations. 
During  the  post-freeze  economic  stabilization  period  (Phase  II) ,  increases 
in  the  ceiling  prices  of  individual  sellers  of  refined  sugar  must  conform 
to  the  procedural  requirements  prescribed  by  the  Cost  of  Living  Council. 

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound 
paper  bags  during  September  1972  was  13.88  cents  per  pound, up  from  13.84 
cents  in  August  and  up  from  13.74  cents  in  September  of  last  year,  an 
increase  of  1.0  percent  for  the  12-month  period. 

The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York,  as 
quoted  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  (No.  10  Bulk  Contract) 
averaged  9.39  cents  per  pound  during  September,  up  from  9.33  cents  in 
August  and  8.57  cents  during  September  1971.     During  the  first  nine  months 
of  1972  the  spot  price  averaged  9.07  cents  per  pound,  100.4  percent  of  the 
average  of  the  monthly  price  objectives  for  the  period. 


During  the  period  Sept.  7-0ct.  12,  1972,  the  spot  price  remained  steady 
at  9.40  cents  per  pound.  On  Oct.  13  the   -quotation  weakened , falling  to  9.35 
cents,  on  Oct.  18  to  9.33  cents  and  on  Oct.  19  to  9.30  cents  per  pound. 
On  Oct.  25  the  quotation  was  9.30  cents  and  for  the  period  Oct.  1-25 
averaged  9.36  cents  compared  with  8.50  cents  per  pound  during  the  same 
period  of  1971. 

The  spot  quotation  for  World  bulk  sugar  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater 
Caribbean  Ports,  including  Brazil  (No.  11  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee 
and  Sugar  Exchange)  averaged  7.04  cents  per  pound  during  September  1972, 
up  from  6.28  cents  during  August  and  3.99  cents  during  September  of  last 
year .

The  World  price  exhibited  some  weakness  in  early  September,  declining 
from  7.75  cents  per  pound  on  Sept.  1  to  6.20  cents  on  Sept.  12, but  then  a 
strengthening  trend  set  in  and  the  quotation  rose  to  7.70  cents  by  month- 
end.  On  Oct.  3  the  quotation  declined  to  7.60  cents  and  to  7.30  cents  on 
Oct.  5  and  6,  but  has  been  stronger  since,  rising  from  7.40  cents  on  Oct. 
10,  to  7.65  cents  on  Oct.  19.  On  Oct.  25  the  quotation  was  7.15  cents  and 
for  the  period  Oct.  1-25  averaged  7.52  cents  per  pound  compared  with  4.17 
cents  during  that  period  of  last  year. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1973  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  1973  PROPOSED: 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Oct.  3  announced  that  consider- 
ation is  being  given  to: 

(1)  A  determination  that  the  amount  of  sugar  needed  to  meet  require- 
ments of  consumers  in  the  continental  United  States  for  Calendar  year  1973 
is  11.8  million  short  tons,  raw  value,  and 

(2)  The  establishment  of  annual  quotas  for  domestic  areas  and  foreign 
countries  totaling  that  amount,  and  the  determination  and  allocation  of 
650,000  and  192,000  ton  deficits  in' the  quotas  for  Puerto  Rico  and  the 
Domestic  Beet  Sugar  area,  respectively. 

Requirements  for  1972  presently  are  established  at  11.8  million  tons 
after  having  been  established  initially  at  11.2  million  tons. 

Excerpts  from  the  substantive  portion  of  the  statement  of  Bases  and 
Considerations  contained  in  the  Notice  of  Proposed  Rule  Making,  which  is 
set  forth  in  form  and  language  appropriate  for  issuance  of  a  final  order, 
are  as  follows : 

"The  distribution  of  quota  sugar  in  the  United  States  during  the  12 
months  ended  Aug.  31,  1972,  amounted  to  11,525,000  short  tons,  raw  value. 
That  quantity  was  about  300,000  tons  more  than  the  quantity  distributed 
in  the  preceding  12-month  period. 

"Population  is  growing  at  an  annual  rate  of  1.0  percent.  According- 
ly, population  during  Calendar  Year  1973  should  be  about  1.35  percent  great- 
er than  in  the  12-month  period  ended  Aug.  31,  1972.     At  recent  per  capita 
rates,  distribution  in  1973  might  be  expected  to  approximate  11,590,000 
tons . 

"The  cane  sugar  refining  industry  customarily  has  refining  losses  of 
about  65,000  tons  annually.     Therefore,  it  would  appear  that  new  quota 
supplies  of  11,650,000  tons  could  have  the  effect  of  maintaining  refiners 
inventories  of  quota  sugar  at  year  end  1973  at  the  same  level  as  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year. 

"It  now  appears  that  refiners  quota  stocks  at  year  end  1972  may  be 
considerably  higher  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  mostly  as  a  result 
of  the  larger  marketings  of  new  crop  mainland  cane  sugar  at  year  end  to  fill 
that  area's  quota.     Some  of  these  quota  stocks  shown  as  held  by  refiners 
may  be  in  the  form  of  constructive  deliveries  and  actually  be  held  by  main- 
land cane  mills.     It  is  expected  that  the  same  marketing  pattern  by  the 
mainland  cane  area  will  prevail  in  1973.     Physical  stocks  held  by  refiners 
at  year  end  are  expected  to  be  near  normal. 

"During  the  first  eight  months  of  1972,  the  domestic  price  of  raw 
sugar  fluctuated  from  a  low  of  8.76  cents  per  pound  as  an  average  for  May 
to  a  high  of  9.33  cents  per  pound  as  an  average  for  August.     The  average 
for  the  eight-month  period  was  9.02  cents  per  pound  or  6.6  percent  more 
than  the  8.46  cents  per  pound  average  for  the  first  eight  months  of  1971. 
The  price  on  Sept.  21  was  9.40  cents  per  pound,  or  102.8  percent  of  the 
price  referred  to  in  Section  201  of  the  Act.     In  developing  this  determin- 
ation, consideration  has  been  given  to  maintaining  prices  in  1973  that

will  carry  out  the  price  objective  set  forth  in  Section  201(b)  of  the  Act. 

"The  price  objective  is  a  price  for  raw  sugar  which  will  maintain  the 
same  ratio  between  such  price  and  the  average  of  the  parity  index  (1967=100) 
and  the  wholesale  price  index  (1967=100)  as  the  ratio  that  existed  between 
(1)  the  simple  average  of  the  monthly  price  objective  calculated  for  the 
period  Sept.  1,  1970,  through  Aug.  31,  1971,  under  Section  201  of  the  Sugar 
Act  as  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  the  date  of  enactment  of  the  Sugar 
Act  Amendments    of  1971  (8.55  cents  per  pound),  and  (2)  the  simple  average 
of  such  two  indexes  for  the  same  period  (115.4).     Adjustments  shall  be 
made  in  the  determination  of  requirements  during  the  period  November  through 
February  whenever  the  simple  average  price  for  raw  sugar  over  seven  consec- 
utive market  days  is  three  percent  or  more  above  or  below  the  average  price 
objective  for  the  previous  two  calendar  months.     The  percentage  is  increas- 
ed to  four  percent  for  the  March  through  October  period. 

"In  consideration  of  these  matters,  it  is  determined  that  11.8  million 
short  tons,  raw  value,  is  the  quantity  of  sugar  needed  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  consumers  in  the  continental  United  States  and  to  attain  the  price 
objective  of  the  Act." 

Pursuant  to  Section  202(d)   (3)  of  the  Sugar  Act,  no  1973  quotas  have 
been  established  for  Bolivia  and  Uganda  since  the  aggregate  imports  of 
sugar  into  each  country  exceeded  the  aggregate  exports  of  sugar  from  each 
country  to  countries  other  than  the  United  States  for  the  24-month  period 
ending  June  30,  1972. 

The  notice  of  Proposed  Rule  Making  is  scheduled  for  publication  in 
the  Federal  Register  on  Oct.  7,  1972.     All  persons  are  afforded  the  op- 
portunity to  submit  written  data,  views  and  arguments  on  or  before  Oct. 19, 
1972.     They  should  be  mailed  to  the  Director,  Sugar  Division, Agricultural 
Stabilization  and  Conservation  Service,  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Washington,  DC.  20250. 

Proposed  1973  quotas  for  domestic  areas  and  foreign  countries  are 
shown  in  the  following  table. 

OTHER  ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 

Oct.  6,  1972.  The  determination  of  fair  and  reasonable  prices  for  the  1972 
crop  of  Louisiana  sugarcane  was  announced  today  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

The  determination  continues  the  sharing  relationship  and  other  prov- 
isions of  the  1971  crop  determination,  except  that  references  to  price  con- 
trols which  are  not  now  applicable  under  the  economic  stabilization  program 
have  been  deleted, and  the  molasses  payment  to  producers  is  to  be  based  on 
6.8  gallons  (rather  than  6.7  gallons)  per  ton  of  sugarcane  to  reflect  the 
most  recent  5-year  average  recovery.   (See  Oct.  12,  1972  Federal  Register) 

Oct.  11,  1972.  Minimum  wage  rates  for  workers  employed  in  the  production, 
cultivation,  and  harvesting  of  sugarcane  in  Louisiana  were  announced  today 
by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  determination  announced  today  becomes  effective  on  Oct.  23,  1972, 
and  increases  basic  minimum  wage  rates  established  by  the  prior  determin- 
ation by  20  cents  per  hour  for  each  class  of  worker.     The  determination  ex- 
pands the  classification  for  skilled  harvest  workers  to  include  transfer 
loader  operators.   (See  Oct  14,  1972  Federal  Register) 
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u         Other  Administrative  Actions,  Continued 

l4         Oct.  13,  1972.    The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  today  that  a 
regulation  requiring  that  all  shipments  of  imported  sugar  be  weighed  by 

*  4       persons  not  controlled,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  any  person  having  a  dir- 

ect financial  interest  in  such  sugar  is  not  necessary  to  protect  the  inter- 
4         est  of  the  United  States,  consumers  of  sugar,  or  the  exporters  or  importers 
of  sugar. 

*  The  Sugar  Act  of  1948  as  amended  in  1971  contained  a  new  provision 
under  Section  403  which  reads  as  follows:;  "(c)  Whenever  the  Secretary  de- 
termines that  such  action  is  necessary  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
United  States,  consumers  of  sugar,  or  the  exporters  or  importers  of  sugar, 
he  is  authorized  to  require,  in  accordance  with  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  he  may  prescribe,  any  or  all  shipments  of  imported  sugar  to  be  weighed 
by  persons  not  controlled,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  any  person  having  a 

%         direct  financial  interest  in  such  sugar." 

A  public  hearing  was  held  in  Washington,  D.  C.  on  February  29,  1972  at 

^         which  all  interested  persons  were  given  the  opportunity  to  present  their 
views  and  make  recommendations .

STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 


1.  September  1972  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption 
1,086,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  69,000  tons  from 
August  1972  and  down  23,000  tons  from  September  1971.     January- September 
1972  deliveries  8,670,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  192,000 
tons  from  January- September  1971.     Final  data  for  August  1972  deliveries 
1,155,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  previously  published  preliminary  as 
1,158,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  September  30,  1972  were  1,214,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  237,000  tons  from  a  year  ago  and  down 
318,000  tons  from  the  end  of  August  1972.    During  September  refiners' 
stocks  decreased  by  122,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  by  162,000  tons, 
mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  by  34,000  tons  while  importers  of  direct- 
consumption  sugar  stocks  remained  about  unchanged. 

3.  Charges  to  1972  quotas  through  September  30,  1972,  were  8,884,063 
short  tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  2,915,937  tons  to  be  supplied 
within  the  11,800,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally,  January-August  deliveries,  1972  as  compared  with  1971  were 
up  in  4  of  the  5  regions:  the  increases —  the  West  4.8  percent,  the  South 
4.2  percent,  the  North  Central  3.1  percent  and  the  New  England  region  2.3 
percent.    Deliveries  to  the  mid-Atlantic  region  were  down  1.3  percent. 

5.  Through  Sept.  30,  1972,  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate  (for  consumption 
at  retail),  candy  and  confectionery  totaled  just  under  94  million  pounds, 
or  about  77  percent  of  the  nine  month  quota  through  September  30  and  about 
54  percent  of  the  1972  calendar  year  quota.     Imports  in  the  first  week  of 
October  increased  total  imports  to  about  96.6  million  pounds  or  about  55 
percent  of  the  calendar  year  quota.
